SAYS DR. J. S. YOUNG IN ADDRESS 


KNIGHTS’ TEMPLAR ELECTION 


The Forces Which Support Commis­ 
sion Government are Further 
Enumerated by Dr. Young 
Now that the commission form of 
government is being generally dis­ 
cussed in Brainerd it will prove of 
interest to many to recall the address 
delivered by Dr. J. S. Young, of the 
department of economics and politi­ 
cal science, university of Minnesota, 
at 
Brainerd 
last 
summer 
during 
“ University Week.” Dr. Young spoke 
at tile Commercial club rooms aud his 
speech 
furnished 
food 
for 
thought. 
lie said, 
among 
things: 
“ These changes in the structure of 
municipal government for so many 
different cities in tile United States 
in so short a time, have not come 
about without strenuous opposition. 
“ The opposition, with slight var­ 
iations in the different states and 
cities, has come mainly from the fol­ 
lowing sources: 
(I) the liquor in­ 
terests; (2) tile agents of the public- 
service corporations; (3) the old-line 
politicians; (4) the present incumb­ 
ents of the municipal offices; (5) and 
the conservatives. 
“ Tile chief objections offered may 
be classified as follows: (I) Ours is 
a government of parties aud the com­ 
mission plan is non-partisan and will 
develop party disintegration: (2) the 
city is only the state writ small and 
a form of government good for the 
•tate, will likewise be good for tne 
city; (2) it destroys the separation 
of government powers, with the sys­ 
tem 
of 
checks and 
balances— toe 
sheet anchor of our American govern­ 
ment; ( J) the centralization of pow­ 
er is un-Republican, un- Democratic, 
un-American, and highly autocratic 
and subversive of true liberty; (5) 
the recall, the initiative and the ref­ 
erendum are mere fads and can never 
be effective; (6) Hie method of the 
private business corporations (with 
the emphasis on business) is bad, as 
this has been the fruitful sourcs of 
most political corruption; 
(7) 
the 
system is unconstitutional; (8) it is 
new an untried. 
“ The forces that have supported 
the plan have been as follow's: (I) 
Business men; (2) church organiza­ 
tions and brotherhoods; (3) profes­ 
sional men who are not jioliticans; 
(4) reformers and progressives; (5) 
anti-saloon forces; 
(ti) enemies of 
the public service corporations. 
“ The argument used to support the 
plan may be condensed as follows: 
( I ) the abolition of the division of 
government powers with the system 
of checks and balances; (2) centrali­ 
zation and fixing responsibility in a 
small body of men elected by the peo­ 
ple; but not going to the other ex­ 
treme of one-man, or autocratic pow­ 
er; 
(3) the abolition of the ward 
system and the making the whole 
city the unit with a small council of 
five persons elected at large; 
(4) 
doing away with the parisian pri­ 
maries and conventions, dealing a 
death-blow to the political boss; (5) 
placing the purely clerical and ad­ 
ministrative positions upon the civil 
service, and tnerefore, self-respecting 
basis; (6) providing that all public- 
service franchises must be voted on 
by the people and that public officials 
are prohibited from accepting free 
passes and gratitudes from public- 
serviee corporations; 
(7) providing 
for publicity by public hearings, pro­ 
tests, monthly publication and an­ 
nual audit; (8) keeping the govern­ 
ment in close touch with the people 
by the recall, the initiative and the 
referendum, which are more prevent­ 
ive than curative; (ii) abolishing par­ 
tisan politics by making the choice of 
officers individual and not political; 
(IO) using business methods for tne 
city’s business; ( l l ) making it a t­ 
tractive for good men to seek muni­ 
cipal office by giving them power, 
responsibility, and honor; (12) sub­ 
stituting merit for 
political 
pull; 
(13) enlisting co-operation of per­ 
sons who were formerly apathetic; 
(14) providing and securing expert 
service. 
“ The city problem is not a new 
one. 
It is as old as history and haB 
passed through many forms. 
We 
have come upon times of great city 
growth. 
This growth has revealed 
the weakness of our municipal gov­ 
ernment. 
There is now a recognl- 
zation of the fact that our munici­ 
pal government should move along 
business lines, more, and political 
lines, less. 
At the present time the 
city dweller buys: 
(I) Transporta­ 
tion; (2) water; (3) light; (4) edu­ 
cation; (5) health; (6) protection; 
(7) and general convenience. 
Th^ 
framers of city charters should keep 
these points in mind when construct­ 
ing forms of government. 
But we 
should not place too much faith in 
mere mechanism. 
The form of gov­ 
ernment cannot change human na­ 
ture. 
A change in men is more im­ 
portant than a change in the form of 
government. 
“ But the goodness only without ef­ 
ficiency is not sufficient. 
We do not 
want goodness first and efficiency 
afterwards, or the reverse; but good­ 
ness and efficiency now and forever, 
one and inseparable."

According to news received from 
Mr. and Mrs. H. P. Bjorge, of Duluth, 
w hose son, Guy N. Bjorge was with 
William Leslie Taylor in the wilds 
of A enezuela, both escaped capture 
and are safe from the indian tribes 
of the interior. 
The Duluth Herald, 
in t Ii is regard says: 
Mr. and Mrs. H. p. Bjorge of 613 
East Eighth street are now satisfied 
of the safety of their son, Guy N. 
Bjorge, who was reported to have 
been captured with William Leslie 
Taylor by Indians in the jungles of 
Venezuela. 
A raesage received by Mr. Bjorge 
today from the New York company by 
which his son is employed, indicates 
that the attack occured Friday and 
that his son afterward sent a message 
to his employers. 
That being the 
case, Mr. Bjorge believes that the re­ 
port that the two young men had 
been captured Saturday was founded 
on the attack Friday and was erron­ 
eous.
